Treaty of Navigation and Commerce^ between His Britannick 
Majesty i and the Emperor of Russia — Signed at 
Petersburgh |2 February y 1797. 

Article I. 

X HE peace, friendship and good intelligence, which have hitherto 
happily subsisted between their majesties the king of Great Britain and 
the emperor of all the Russias^ shall be confirmed and established by 
this treaty, in such manner, that from the present and for the future 
there shall be between the crown of Great Britain^ on one side, and 
the crown of all the Russias on the other, as also betwixt the states, 
countries, kingdoms^ domains and territories, under their dominion, 
a true, sincere, firm and perfect peace, friendship and good intel- 
ligence, which shall last for ever, and shall be inviolably observed 
equally by sea and by land, and upon the fresh waters; and the 
subjects, people and inhabitants on each side, of whatever state or 
condition they may be, shall mutually treat each other with every 
possible kind of benevolence and assistance, without doing each other 
any wrong or damage whatsoever. 

B Art: II. 
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Art: IL The sut>jeds of the two high contra£Ung powers shall 
Uiave perfe£t freedom of navigation and of commerce, in all their 
'dominions situated in Europe, where navigation and commerce are 
permitted at present, or shall be so hereafter, by the high contracting 
parties, to any other nation. 

Art: IIL It is agreed that the subje£b of the two high contracting 
parties may enter, trade, and remain with their ships, vessels, and 
carriages, laden or empty, in all the ports, places, and cities, where 
the same is permitted to the subjects of any other nation whatsoever ; 
and the sailors, passengers and. ships, whether British or Russian^ 
(although amongst their crews there should be found the subjedfcs of 
some other foreign nation) shall be received and treated as the most 
favoured nation; and neither the sailors, nor the passengers, shall be 
forced to enter, against their will, into the service of either of the 
two contraAing powers, witl\the exception of such of their subjedts 
ivhom they may require for their own service; and if a servant or 
sailor shall desert from his service or ship, he shall be restored. It Is 
in like naanner agreed that the subjects of the high contracting parties 
may purchase all sorts of things which they may be in want of at 
the current price; repair and refit their ships, vessels and carriages; 
buy all the provisions necessary for* their subsistence or voyage ; stay 
or depart at their pleasure without molestation or hindrance, provided 
that they conform themselves to the laws and ordinances of the 
respective dominions of the high contracting parties, where they may 
be. In like manner the Russian ships which shall be at sea for the 
purpose of navigation, and shall be m6t by English ships, shall not 
be hindered in their navigation, provided that in the British sea they 
conform themselves to custom ; but every sort of assistance shall l)e 
given to Ihem both in the ports subjeCt to Great Britain and in the 
open sea. - - 

Art: V. 
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- Art: V. And in order to preserve a just equality between Russian 
and British subjet^s, both the one and the other shall pay the same^ 
duties of exportation and of importation, whether it be in Russia or 

iki Great Britain and Ireland^ whether it be in Russian vessels or in:

British vessels; and no regulation shall be made by the high con*; 
tra6ling parties in favor of it's own subje^fts, which the subjects of 
die other high contracting party shall not enjoy, and that understood 
bond Jide^ under whatever name or form it may be, in such manner,* 
as that the subje£ts of one of the powers, shall have no advantage 
over those of the other, in the respe<9dve dominions* 

Art: X. It shall be permitted to the high contra6iing parties to 
go, come, and trade freely in the states, with which the one or the 
other of those parties shall be, in present or in future, at war, pro- 
vided that they do not carry ammunition to the enemy : With the? 
exception, nevertheless, of places actually blockaded or besieged,; 
whether by sea or by land; but at all other times, and with thft 
exception of warlike ammunitipn, the subjedts aforesaid may trans* 
port into those places every other sort of merchandize, as well as 
passengers^ without the smallest hindrance. With respect to the 
searching of merchant ships, ships of war and privateers shall condu6b 
themselves as favorably, as the course of the war then existing may 
possibly permit it, towards the most friendly powers which shall 
remain neuter, observing, as much as pos^ble, the acknowledged 
principles and rules of the law of nations. 

Art: XL All cannons, mortars, fire arms, pistols, bombs, gre« 
nades, balls, bullets, muskets, flints, matches,^ powder, saltpetre; 
sulphur, cuirasses, pikes, swords, belts, cartouch boxes, saddles and 
bridles, beyond tiie quantity which may be necessary for ^e use of 
the ship, or beyond that which each man serving on board . the 

vessel. 
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\ vessel, or passenger shall have, shall be esteemed Warlike pf ovisidns 

or ammimition, and if any are found, they shall be confiscated, ac- 
cording to the laws, as contraband or prohibited efie6ls ; but neither 
die ships, passengers, nor the other merchandize found at the same 
time, shall be detained, or prevented from continuing their voyage. 

Art: XII. If, which God forbid, peace should be broken between 
the two high contraaing parties, neither persons, ships nor merchan- 
dize, shall be detained or confiscated ; but the term of a year at least 
shall be granted, for the purpose of selling, disposing of, or carrying 
away their efTe^s, and withdrawing themselves wherever they shall 
please, which is to be understood equally respedting all those who 
shall be in the sea and land service, and they shall be permitted, 
previous to or at their departure, to consign the effedts of which they 
shall not have disposed, as well as the debts to which they may have 
a claim, to such person as they shall judge proper, to be disposed of 
according to their will and profit; which debts the debtor shall 
equally be obliged to pay as if the rupture had not taken place. 

Art: XIII. In the event of a shipwreck happening in a place 
belonging to one or other of the high contra6ting parties, not only 
every assistance shall be given to the unfortunate persons, and no 
violence done to them, but also tlie effet^s which they shall have 
thrown out of the ship into the sea shall not be concealed, detained 
nor damaged, under any pretext whatever; on the contrary, the 
abovementioned efiedts and merchandize shall be preserved and re- 
stored to them, upon a suitable recompence being given to those who 
shall have assisted ig saving their persons, vessels and effeds. 

Art: XV. Passports shall be granted to all British subjects who 
shall desire to quit Russia^ after havix^ published their names and 

places 
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places of abode in the gazettes, according to the custom of the present 
day, without obliging them to give security ; and if at the time there 
does not appear any just cause for detaining them, they shall be per- 
mitted to depart, after providing themselves, however, with passports 
from the tribunals established for that purpose. The same facility 
shall be granted, on the like occasion, according to the custom of the 
country, to Russian subjedts who shall desire to quit the dominions of 
Great Britain. 

Art: XVII. In all law-suits and other affairs, British merchants 
shall not be under any other jurisdi6lion than that of the College of 
commerce, or of that which shall be hereafter established for the 
administration of justice between merchants. If it should happen, 
however,, that British merchants were to have law-suits in aiiy cities at 
a distance from the above mentioned college of commerce, both they 
and the other party shall carry their complaint before the magistrates 
<A the said cities. Russian merchants in Great Britain shall have rfeci- 
procally the same protection and justice, according to the laws of that 
kingdom, which other foreign merchants have there, and shall be 
treated in the same manner as the sutgedts of the most favored nation* 

Art: XXVL Peace, friendship arid good intelligence shall^cpntinue 
for ever between the high contrafting parties; and, as it is customary 
to fix a certain period to treaties of commerce, tlie above mentioned 
high contracting parties have agreed that the present shall last eight 
years, reckoning from the expiration of the convention concluded, 
between them on the 25th of March^ 1 793 ; and this treaty shall have 
efFedt immediately after it's ratification: This term being elapsed, 
they may agree together to renew or prolong it. 
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Com>entum between His Britannick Majesiyy and the 
Emperor of Russia — Signed at St.^ Petersburgh, 
^JuneylSOl. 

Articls L 

X HERE shall be hereafter between his Britannick majesty and 
his imperial majesty of all the Russias^ their subje6b, the states and 
countries under their dominidn, good and unalterable friendship 
and understanding, and all the political, commercial, and other re* 
lations of common utility between the respe6tive &ubje6ls, shall subsist 
as formerly, without their being disturbed or troubled in any manner 
whatever. 

Art: II. His Britannick majesty and the emperor of all the Russius 
declare, that they will watch over the most rigorous execution of the 
prohibitions against the trade of contraband of their subje6ls with 
the enemies of either of the high contra£ting parties. 

Art: III. His Britannick majesty and his imperial . maje^. of all 
the Russias having resolved to place under a sufiicient safeguard the 
freedom of commerce and navigation of their subjects, in case one 
of them shall be at war, whilst ti>e other shall be neuter, ha\re 
agreed— 

1. That the ships of the neutral power may navigate freely to the 
ports, and upon the coasts of the nations at war. 

2. That the efFe6ts embarked on board neutral ships shall be free, 
with the exception of contraband of war, and of enemy's property ; 

and 
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and it is agreed not to comprise under the denomination of the latter, 
|lie merchandize of die produce, growth, or manufa6iure of the 
countries at war, which should have been acquired by the subje6tft of 
the neutral power, and should be transported for their account, 
which merchandize cannot be excepted in any case from the freedom 
granted to the flag of the said power. 

3. That in order to avoid all equivocation and misunderstanding 
of what ought to be considered as contraband of war, his Britannick 
majesty, and his imperial majesty of all the Russias^ declare, con* 
formably to the nth article of the 'treaty of commerce concluded 
between the two crowns on the loth (21st) February 1797, that they 
acknowledge as such the following articles only; viz.— Cannons, 
mortars, fire arms, pistols, bombs, grenades, balls, bullets, firelocks, 
flints, matches, gunpowder, saltpetre, sulphur, cuirasses, pikes, 
swords, sword belts, knapsacks, saddles and bridles, excepting, how- 
ever, the quantit}' of the said articles which may be necessary for the 
defence of the ship and of those who compose the crew; and all^ 
other articles whatever not enumerated here shall not be reputed 
warlike and naval stores, nor be subje6t to confiscation, and of 
course shall pass freely, without being subje6ted to the smallest 
difficulty, unless they be considered enemy's property in the sense 
above specified. It is also agreed, that that which is stipulated in the 
present article shall not be prejudicia)^ to the particular stipulations 
of one or the other crown with other powers, by which articles of a 
similar kind should be reserved, prohibited or piermitted. 

4. That in order to determine what chara6terises a blockaded 
port, that denomination is given only to a port where there is, by the 
dispositions of the power which attacks it with ships stationary, or 

sufficiently near, an evident danger in entering. 

5. That 
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5. That die ships of the neutral power shall not be stopped but 
upon just causes and evident fa6ls : that they be tried without delay^ 
and that the proceeding be always uniform, prompt, and legal. 

In order the better to ensure the respe6t due to these stipulations, 
didlated by the sincere desire of conciliating every interest, and to 
give a new proof of their uprightness and love of justice, the high 
contra6ting parties enter here into the most formal engagement to 
renew the feverest prohibitions to their captains, whether of ships of 
war or merchantmen, to take, keep, or conceal on bpard their ships, 
any of the articles, which, in the terms of the present convention, 
may be reputed contraband, and respeftively to take care of the 
execution of the orders which they shall have published in their 
admiralties, and wherever it shall be necessary. 

Art: IV. The two high contrafting parties, wishing also to pre- 
vent all subjedt of dissention in future, by limiting the right of search 
of merchant ships going under convoy to those cases only, in which 
the belligerent power might experience a real prejudice by the abuse of 
the neutral flag, have agreed— 

1. That the right of searching merchant ships belonging to the 
subje6ts of one of the contracting powers, and navigating under con- 
voy of a ship of war of the said power, shall only be exercised by 
ships of war of the belligerent party, and shall never extend to letters 
of marque, privateers, or other vessels, which do not belong to the 
royal or imperial fleet of their majesties, but which their subjects shall 
have fitted out for war. 

2. That the proprietors of all merchant ships belonging to th^ 
subjects of one of the contracting sovereigns, which shall be destined 
Xo sail under convoy of a ship of war, shall be required, before they 

receive 
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receive their sailing orders, to produce to the commander of the con- 
voy, their passports and certificates, or sea letters, in the form annexed 
to the present treaty. 

3. That when such ship of war, having under convoy merchant 
ships, shall be met with by a ship or ships of war of the other con- 
tracting party, who shall then be in a state of war, in order to avoid 
all disorder, they shall keep out of cannon shot^ unless the state of; 
the sea, or the place of meeting, render a nearer approach necessary ; 
aiid the commander of the ship of the belligerent power shall send a 
boat on board the convoy, where they shall proceed reciprocally to the 
Verification of the papers and certificates that are to prove on one 
part, that the ship of war is authorited to take under its escort such 
or such merchant ships of its nation, laden with such a cargo, and 
for such a port : . On the other part, that the ship of war of the belli- 
gerent party, belongs to the royal or imperial fleet of their majesties. 

4. This verification made, no search shall take place, if the papers ^ 
are found in form, and if there exists no good motive for suspicion. 
In the contrary case, the commander of the neutral ship of war (being 
duly required thereto by the commander of the ship or ships of war of 
Ae belligerent power) is to bring to and detain his convoy during the 
time necessary for the search of the ships which compose it, and he . 
shall have the faculty of naming and delegating one or more officers to 
assist at the search of the said ships, which shall be done in his pre- 
sence on board each merchant Ship, conjointly with one or more officers 
appointed by the commander of the ship of the belligerent party. 

5 . If it happen that the commander of the ship or ships of the 
power at war, having examined the papers found -on board, and 
having interrogated the master and crew of the ship, shall see jusf 

D . and 
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and sufficient reason to detain the merchant ship in order to proceed 
to an ulterior search, he shall notify such intention to thie commander 
of the convoy, who shall have the power to order an officer to remain 
on board the ship thus detained, and to assist at the examination of 
the cause of her detention. The merchant ship shall be carried an« 
mediately to the nearest and most convenient port belonging to the : 
belligerent power, and the ulterior search shall be carried on with 
all possible diligence. 

, Art: V, It is in like manner agreed, that if 9ny merchant ship 
thus convoyed should be detained without just: and sufficient cause,, 
the commander of the ship or ships of war of tibe belligerent pqwcr, 
shall not only be bound to make to the owners of the ship and of ther 
cargo, a full and perfect compensation for all the losses, expences, 
damages, and costs, occasioned by such a detention, but shall more-> 
ovor undergo an ulterior punishment for every aiSfc of violence or other 
fault which he may have committed, according as the nature of the 
case may require. On the other hand, the convoying ship shall not 
be permitted, under any ^^ext whatsoever, to resist by force the de- 
tention of the merchant ship or ships, by the ship or ships of war of 
the belligerent power ; an obligation to which the commander of a 
ship of war with convoy is not bound to observe towards letters of 
marque and private^^;. 

Art: VL The high contra(Sting parties shall give precise and effi- 
cacious orders, that the judgments upon prizes made at sea shall be 
conformable with ^e rules of the most exa£l: justice and equity ; that 
ti;)ey shall be given by judges above suspicion^ and who shall not be 
interested in the affajr in question. The govemiQent of the respedtive 
states shall take care that the said decisioii^} shall be speedily and duly* 

executed, according to the forms pr^cnbock Avd m C9$e c^ an unr^ 

founded 
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founded defeentidn, or other contravention to the regulations^ stipulated 
by the present article, the owners of such ship and cargo shall be allowed 
damages proportioned to the loss occasioned thereby* The rules to ob* 
serve for these damages, and for the case of unfounded detention, as 
also the principles to follow for the purpose of accelerating the process^ 
shall be the matter of additional articles, which the contradting parties 
agree to settle between them, and which shall have the same force and- 
validity as if they were inserted in the present a£l:. For this effe^^ 
Their Britannick and Imperial majesties mutually engage to put their 
hand to the . salutary work, which may serve for the completion of 
diese stipulations, and to communicate to each other, without delay, 
the views which may be suggested to them by their equal solicitude to 
prevent the least gipunds for dispute in future. 

Art: VII. To obviate all the inconveniences which may arise 
from the bad faith of those who avail themselves of the flag of a 
nation without belonging to it, it is agreed to establish for an in- 
violable rule, that any vessel whatever, in order to be considered as 
the property of the country, the flag of wliich it carries, must have 
on board the captain of the ship, and one half of the crew of the 
people of that country, and the papers and passports in due and- 
perfe6i: form ; but every vessel which shall not observe this rule, and 
which shall infringe the ordinances published on that head, shall lose 
all rights to the prote6tion of the contraAing powers. 

Arti VIII. The principles and measures adopted by the present adl^ 
shall be alike applicable to all the maritime wars in which one of the 
two pk>wers may be engaged, whilst the other remains neutral. These 
stipulations shall in consequence be regarded, as permanent, and shall 
s^rve for a constant ruk to the contra^ng powers in matters of com« 

iMrce and navigation.

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Art: IX. His majesty the king of Denmark^ and his majesty the 
king of Swedetiy shall be immediately invited by his imperial majesty, 
in the name of the two contra6ting parties, to accede to the present 
convention, and at the same time to renew and confirm their respeftive 
treaties of commerce with his Britannick majesty ; and his said majesty 
engages, by a6ls which shall have established that agreement, to render 
and restore to each of these powers, all the prizes that have been taken 
from tliem, as well as the territories and countries under their dominion, 
which have been conquered by the arms of his Britannick majesty since 
the rupture, in the state in which those possessions were found at the 
period at which the troops of his Britannick majesty entered them. The 
Orders of his said majesty for the restitution of those prizes and con- 
quests shall be immediately expedited, after the exchange of the radfi- 
cajdons of the a6b by which Sweden and Denmark shall accede to the 
present treaty-

Second Sbparatb Article. 

THE difTerehces and misunderstanding which subsisted between 
his majesty the king of the united kingdom of Greai Britain and 
Ireland^ and his majesty the emperor of all the Russias^ being thus 
terminated, and the precautions taken by the present convention not 
giving further room to fear that they can in future disturb the har^ 
mony and good understanding, which the two high contrafling 
parties have at heart to consolidate: Their said majesties confirm 
anew, by the present convention, the treaty of commerce of the i oth 
February (21) 1797, of which all the stipulations are here cited, to 
be maintained in their whole extent 
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Additional Articles^ signed at Moscow ^ October 1801, te 
the Convention between His Majesty^ and the 
Emperor of Russia, concluded at St. Petersburgh 
^June 1801. 

Article L 

AN case, of unfounded detention or other contravention of the 
established regulations, the owners of the vessel and cargo so detained 
shall be allowed compensation for each day's demurrage, proportion- 
ate to the loss they shall have sustained, according to the freight of 
the said ship, and the nature of its cargo. 

Art: II. If the ministers of one of the high contraftihg parties, 
f or any other persons accredited by the same to the belligerent power, 

I should remonstrate against the sentence which shall have been passed 

by the respeftive courts of admiralty upon the said captures, appeal 
shall be made in Russia^ to the dire6ting senate, and in Great Britain^ 
to his majesty's privy council. 

Art: III. Care shall be taken, on both sides, scrupulously to 
examine whether the regulations and precautions agreed upon in the 
• prefent convention have been observed, which shall be done with all 
possible dispatch. The two high contra6ling parties moreover 
mutually engage to adopt the most efficacious measures, in order to 
prevent the sentences of their several tribunals respecting captures 
made at sea being subjedt to any unnecessary delay. 
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Aet: IV. The goods in litigation cannot be sold or unloaded 
before final judgment, without an urgent and real necessity, which 
shall have been proved before the court of admiralty, and by virtue 
of a commission to this eiFe6l ; and the captors shall by no means 
be permitted to remove or take away, on their own authority, either 
openly or clandestinely, any thing from a vessel so detained.

IN order to prevent any doubt or misunderstanding; with regard to 
the contents of the second sedtion of the third article of the convention 
concluded the i^th Junej 1801, between his BritannicK majesty and his 
majesty the emperor of all the Russtasy thie said'high contra£ting parties 
have agreed and declare, that the freedbm of commerce and navigation 
jgranted by the said articles to the subjects of a neutral power, does not 
authorize them to carry, in time of war, the produce and merchandize 
of the colonies of the belligerent power diredt to the continental posses- 
sions, nor vice versa^ from the mother country to the enemies colonies ; ' 
but that the said subje£b are however to enjoy the same advantages and 
facilities in this commerce as are enjoyed by the most favoured nations, 
and especially by the united states of America,
